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PREFACE. 

WE are living in an age of science. Science is 
classified knowledge. If there is one thing 
above all others that every student, 
clergyman, teacher, statesman, orator, politician, 
lawyer, and physician needs, it is to have facts 
at his disposal when he desires them. We 
all admire the man who has a method of securing, at 
the opportune time, desired information, but few men 
are so equipped. The chief reason for the inability 
of most people to recall facts, is their lack of system 
and classification. Wise men are they who know 
just where to find quickly what they do not know. 
The author of this book, thru years of careful study 
and experience, has completed a system for classifying 
newspaper and magazine clippings that will bring and 
keep close at hand passing information and will prove 
of inestimable value to those who test its merits. 

Thousands have laid away papers and magazines 
which contain good articles, quotations, pictures, and 
poems, with the expectation of making use of them at 
some future time. Scarcely anyone ever looks at 
papers thus laid away, or remembers just where the 
help he needs is when he wants it. In most cases, 
papers and magazines that are saved are stored away 
in the garret or elsewhere and one therefore experiences 
more trouble in getting at them than the article de- 
sired is probably worth. It is much better to save only 
the very best from our papers and periodicals, rather 
than save the whole with all their advertisements and 



practically useless matter. Anyone, who reads current 
literature, can certainly find a great store of helpful 
facts in choice clippings from the press. When use- 
ful articles, quotations, poems, statistics, maps, draw- 
ings, and other information pass thru our hands into 
the store-room, they are usually gone forever, often 
with much regret later. 

On the other hand, many people have been making 
choice clippings, yet those clippings, like the maga- 
zines of others, are often stored away and beyond 
ready reference. Or their clippings may be close at 
hand, but, as is almost invariably the case, they are 
unclassified and hence useless for all practical pur- 
poses. 

Librarians, teachers, editors, authors, ministers, stu- 
dents, and many others, have felt for years the great 
need of some system bv which to classify such passing 
information. They have desired that this material be 
so arranged that it may be within easy access from 
the office or study chair and obtained with the least 
possible expenditure of time and effort. 

The writer believes that this great need will be 
fully met by this System, which, after several years 
of practical working, has proved such a great satisfac- 
tion to himself, and which he hopes may prove equally 
valuable to others. 



INTRODUCTION. 

THE preceding pages have shown the need of a 
system for classifying current information, but 
no satisfactory, simple, comprehensive and inex- 
pensive system has heretofore appeared. A system that is 
simple is usually so limited that it is of little value. 
When a comprehensive system has been used and fully 
carried out, it has required much time and thought, 
and an expense beyond the limit of the ordinary person. 
People do not use such systems, because they have 
insufficient time, when filing or finding clippings, to 
run thru complicated combinations of letters and sev- 
eral indexes, sub-indexes, and indexes under indexes 
and also numerous and complicated references and 
cross-references. This present System avoids all these 
difficulties. We have been able to combine the really 
essential qualities, and so to contrive a System at 
once (i) simple; (2) unlimited; (3) easily manipu- 
lated ; and (4) inexpensive. The filing system that is 
useful to persons with one hundred clippings, or ten 
thousand, as the case may be; that usually requires 
no index either to file or find a clipping; and that is 
so simple and easily manipulated as to enable one to 
place his hand on almost any common subject with 
the least trouble, is the system busy people need. Such 
is the System that is explained in the following pages. 
All who are at all familiar with public libraries 
know of the inestimable value of Dewey's Decimal 
System for the classification of books. That system is 
comparatively simple and inexhaustible, but notwith- 
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standing its simplicity for the classification of books, a 
decimal system is not practicable for filing clippings. A 
complete and useful filing system for clippings must be 
much more simple than any book classification for large 
libraries. This method for filing clippings is based upon 
the Dewey Decimal System for classifying books, but is 
more than a mere abridgment or modification of that 
System. Thus our clippings are made to correspond 
in general outline with the classification of books in 
public libraries. The Outline of Subjects will be found 
to be of great advantage to anyone in classifying facts 
in any sphere in his student and professional life. 
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PART I. 

THE SYSTEM. 

A WORKING knowledge of this System is easily 
acquired. If the reader will spend a little time 
in studying the general outline on page 26, he 
may, without turning to the Index, and with 
no waste of time, readily place his hand on almost any 
desired subject in his file. The entire System, so far as 
working material is concerned, consists of (l) this 
book; (2) one hundred printed guide cards; and (3) as 
many large heavy jute envelopes as required. 

THE PRINTED CARDS. 

This System consists of one hundred divisions. There 
are ten general subjects, with nine sub-divisions under 
each of these ten (see page 26). These divi- 
sions are numbered from 0-99. Each number, with 
its subject and the expansion of the subject (see pages 
28-39) is printed on the upper left-hand corner of a 
rectangular card of which there are one hundred, cov- 
ering the one hundred divisions. These one hundred 
cards (except those which you may not care to use at 
present), are to be placed in order in a drawer of your 
office desk or cabinet, or in any box of convenient 
size. Your desk will usually be most convenient. Your 
clippings ought to be as handy for you as are your 
dictionary and library books. This filing System is 
designed to make your clippings more easy of access 
than even your dictionary. 

(Information as to how and where to get the above printed 
cards will be found on the leaflet at the close of this book.) 
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THE JUTE ENVELOPES. 

Newspaper and magazine clippings, notes, drawings, 
quotations, and any other material you may wish to 
file, are to be placed in large jute envelopes that have 
no flap but are open at the upper edge. Both sides 
of the open edge are of the same height and all en- 
velopes are of the same uniform size and shape. They 
are of double thickness at both ends. This makes 
them very strong and durable. The printed cards are 
a trifle higher than the envelopes. This leaves the 
number and subject printed on each card plainly vis- 
ible, as you glance over your file, just above the en- 
velopes when the envelopes are properly placed be- 
tween the cards. If you wish at any time to see the 
expansion of a subject without referring to this book, 
lean the card a little from you and the whole will 
come into view. The envelopes are to be inserted be- 
tween the printed cards under their proper number 
and division as clippings on various subjects come to 
you. Clippings on different subjects are placed in dif- 
ferent envelopes, and these envelopes are arranged 
alphabetically according to their subjects, under each 
printed card division. 

(It may be well to date the clipping and designate, by initials 
or some mark, the periodical from which you clipped it. The date 
and source will sometimes prove of great advantage.) 

That this may be perfectly plain, observe the follow- 
ing examples : Let us suppose that your first clipping 
is an address on the subject of "Education." Fold 
your clipping on "Education," and place it in a new 
jute envelope with its subject facing toward the smooth 
side of the envelope and the top of the article 
toward the left. Now write with ink, in bold 
black letters, the word Education parallel 
with the top and near the left-hand corner 
of the envelope. Just below the first part of the word 
write the number 37. Then place the envelope so 
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marked in your file just back of the card printed 
"37 — EDUCATION." Suppose your next clipping is 
an "Essay on College Education." Place it in a new 
envelope and write on the upper left-hand corner the 
word College, and under it number 37. Now place 
it between the card printed "37— EDUCATION" and 
the envelope you first inserted, that all your subjects 
in the envelopes between the printed cards may be 
arranged alphabetically. If your next clipping is on 
"Public School," place its envelope just back of the 
one on "Education." If the next clipping is a "Lec- 
ture on Education" in general, place it in the envelope 
on "Education" where you placed your first clipping. 
If you wish to have your clippings in each envelope 
arranged according to dates, place this one back of 
the first article inserted. If desired, one may write 
across the left end of the envelope on the smooth side 
the names of the different articles it contains, e. g., 
"History of," "Lecture on," "Poems on," etc., as the 
case may be. 

Take the subject of "Christian Missions." If you 
have a clipping on "Missions," turn to the Topical In- 
dex and find that its number is 26. Place your clip- 
ping in a new envelope and write on it "Missions," 
and the number 26 below it. Then place the envelope 
back of printed card number 26. If you have several 
envelopes on "Missions" and you wish to keep all of 
them closer together than thev would be if scattered 
in alphabetical order with other subjects on the church, 
observe the following: Your envelope on "Missions" 
in general may serve as a card division for "Missions." 
Back of it place all of your envelopes on "Missions," 
arranged in alphabetical order, just as you arrange 
other subjects under their printed card, but place M 
before the name on each envelope. This shows that it 
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is an envelope under an envelope used as a card and 
that it belongs to Missions. For example : 
MISSIONS. 

M— City. 

M — Foreign. 

Mf— Africa. 

Mf— China. 

Mf— India. 

Mf— Turkey. 

M — Home. 

M — Rescue, etc. 

The books of the Bible may be arranged in the 
same manner as Missions, e. g., the envelope marked 
Bible would have following it the books of the Bible 
arranged in alphabetical order. Each will have the 
initial letter "B" (see figure 3, page 42) be- 
fore the name of the book, and thus the books are all 
kept together just following the envelope on Bible 
as tho it were a printed guide card. There may be 
two or three other cases of this kind. You will want, 
if you are a minister, to keep your clippings on pros- 
pective sermon subjects all together. To do this you 
may mark each envelope with an initial "S" before the 
subject. Also in the case of Biographies, "B" may be 
written before the initial letter on each envelope, or 
if you group the letters as you may wish to do at first 
at least, the initial letter "B" would appear thus : 
B, A-D, for the first envelope under Biographies, and 
the next would be B. E-H, etc. This initial "B" 
will never be taken for initial "B" before books of the 
Bible, because they are in different card divisions. If 
you care to keep your material on "Bible Characters" 
separate from your general biographies, use number 22 
as the Index gives and mark the envelopes with an 
initial "By" before each name or letter, or group of 
letters. 

In case you have a clipping which you wish to 
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classify under two divisions or in two envelopes of the 
same division you may do this : Take a piece of blank 
paper, kept handy for the purpose, and place it in one 
of the envelopes, first writing on the paper (i) the 
name of the envelope in which you place it and the 
same date the clipping bears, and (2) the number and 
name of the envelope in which you place the clipping. 
In this way you may have as many references to the 
envelope containing the article as you choose. 

If any one envelope gets overcrowded, all clippings 
just back of it and in front of the next envelope will 
be understood to belong to it. In this way you can 
never exhaust your file, even tho some of your en- 
velopes are full. Sometimes a crowded envelope may 
better be divided : e. g., at first you may place all your 
clippings on Missions in one envelope. When it is 
full, it is better to divide it and have a separate en- 
velope for different subjects and countries. Keep this 
original envelope marked for "Missions," for "Mis- 
sions," in general, and before the names on the other 
envelopes following it, write the initial "M." 

(Information as to how and where to get these jute envelopes 
will be found on the leaflet at the close of this book.) 
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BLANK PAGES FOR SPECIALIZATION. 

The filing system just explained is designed to meet 
the needs of most people. It would, of course, be im- 
possible to include in a general filing system all of the 
peculiar cases that may arise in individual libraries. We 
have, therefore, thought it advisable to insert a few 
blank pages in the back of this volume for any written 
modification a specialist may wish to make to meet 
his particular needs. These blank pages will enable the 
specialist to keep his special outline close at hand and 
by reference to it easily know just where to locate 
each subject in his file, however minute may be his 
classification. A specialist in zoology, for instance, may 
wish to have sub-divisions of his own in zoology. A 
specialist in history may wish to work out sub-divi- 
sions of that subject something similar to the following: 

EXAMPLE OF SPECIALIZATION. 
Suppose your particular subject in which you wish 
to specialize is United States History. You might 
write on the blank pages some such special outline as 
this: 

97— AMERICA (North). This is the printed card. 
Canada (97 below it on envelope). 
Central, 97.

97a — Introduction. (Card or envelope as guide). 
Indians, mound builders, reference reading. (Al- 
phabetical order with 97a.)

British Claims, Companies, Drake, Frobisher, 
Gilbert, Raleigh. (These have g7b raised to 
first power; subdivisions would have b at sec- 
ond power.)

97e — Development of States. (Classify by admin- 
istrations and States, each 97e.) 

97i — Civil War.. (Arrange envelopes alphabetical- 
ly under years or epochs.

West Indies, 97. 
To make this special classification fit into your gen- 
eral filing system, observe the following: Write the 
general subjects of your special outline on card giiides 
of convenient size, or on jute envelopes used as card 
guides, and write on these guides the printed card num- 
ber of that division with each general subject of your 
special outline. 

PAMPHLET FILING. 

Pamphlets may be easily filed by naming and num- 
bering magazine wrappers or large circular envelopes, 
as tho they were jute envelopes. Place them in a 
large drawer of your desk in the same order as your 
jute envelopes are placed in your filing system proper. 
Card divisions will not be necessary for your pamph- 
lets if you properly number each envelope. 



GENERAL SUGGESTIONS. 

Number every envelope below the subject, as stated 
before, when you insert it under its proper card. This 
will enable you to remove any envelope at any time and 
replace it without difficulty. If, for example, you wish 
to prepare an address on the subject of "Education,'' 
you may readily take the envelope from your file and 
examine its contents. If you are going out of town, 
the envelope is of such a size and strength as to be 
convenient for carrying in your pocket. 

The envelope is designed, in size and shape, to 
make it most convenient for clippings from newspapers 
and magazines and for notes taken on business letter- 
paper folded over twice. 

Furthermore, if you will get your printer to cut 
your letter-paper into three equal pieces crosswise you 
will have note paper that will just fit your envelope 
file. By so doing you will have paper of convenient 
size on which to take notes at lectures, conventions, in 
the library, and elsewhere. If you carry several sheets 
of this blank paper in your pocket in one of the jute en- 
velopes, any notes or quotations taken may be readily 
filed under their respective subjects when you return 
to your study. 

NUMBER OF ENVELOPES NEEDED. 

New envelopes are seldom inserted after one has a 
certain number of subjects. That number depends, of 
course, upon the variety of your subjects. The Topical 
Index is so arranged that there is very little chance of 
your having more than one envelope on the same sub- 
ject. It matters not how many different names a sub- 
ject may have, the Index refers you to the same place 
in your file. It may readily be seen, then, that if you 



are careful in properly filing, according to the Index, 
your first few subjects, the time and trouble of keep- 
ing up your system will be very slight. Altho one may 
expand any subject under the card divisions indefinite- 
ly, yet the additional expense will be very small. The 
number of envelopes that anyone will need, therefore, 
will depend upon the variety and number of clippings 
he has collected or may collect. In order to give this 
system a fair trial one ought to have not less than two 
hundred of the jute envelopes. 

HOW AND WHERE TO GET THE PRINTED CARDS 
AND THE JUTE ENVELOPES. 

Few busy people will or can prepare the material 
necessary for even the most simple filing system. That 
the apparatus may be satisfactorily prepared and ready 
for immediate installation, it has been thought best, as 
well as necessary, for the success of this System, to fur- 
nish the material at a reasonable price. Ihe one hun- 
dred printed bristol guide cards containing the division 
subjects, their numbers and what each subject includes, 
will be furnished by the publishers of this book. See 
the leaflet at the close of this book. 

The envelopes are made of heavy jute material. 
They have strength and uniformity, qualities essential 
for durability and quick reference. The publishers of 
this volume have made arrangements to furnish these 
machine-manufactured envelopes at a verv low price 
considering the material of which they are made. For 
prices see the leaflet at the close of this book. 

If the drawers of your office desk are not sufficient- 
ly deep for these cards and envelopes, a trifle may be 
cut (by your local printer) from the bottom of the 
cards and from the top of the envelopes without injur- 
ing them materially. They should not be cut unless 
necessary, however, for they are made of the most 
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convenient size. If you should prefer a special filing 
cabinet to rest upon your desk or table, the publishers 
can furnish such a cabinet with two drawers. See cut 
page 42, figure 2, and price on the leaflet at the close 
of this book. 



HOW TO CLASSIFY YOUR BOOKS. 

There is great advantage in having one's library, 
however small, well classihed. If each book is de- 
signated by a short number, instead of its long name, 
and all books on the same subject are thereby kept 
together, one can readily find any book he possesses, 
and frequent written reference to his books is made 
certain because it is easy. This Clipping System is not 
intended to be a classification for books, but is based 
on Dewey's Decimal Classification. Dr. Dewey's Sys- 
tem, in the large edition, is used in nearly all public 
libraries. In order, therefore, that those who wish, may 
have a good classification for books and one that will 
at once make their clippings and books correspond with 
each other in general arrangement, and with public 
libraries, Dewey's Decimal Classification, abridged edi- 
tion, published by the Library Bureau of Chicago, is 
highly recommended. The author of this book strongly 
advises those who use this filing system to get a copy 
of Dewey's book, that their library may be complete in 
classification and all material in it at hand. 
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EXPLANATION OF THE OUTLINE 
OF SUBJECTS. 

On the following page may be found an Outline of 
Subjects. These subjects are printed in large type as 
headings, each subject on one of the one hundred cards 
which have been described before. The more familiar 
you become with this outline, the more easily and 
quickly you will be able to locate any subject in your 
file. After you place the one hundred cards in your 
desk, however, you will soon come to associate the 
number and subject with their location in the drawer. 
The subjects enclosed by parentheses are unimportant, 
and will probably be found unnecessary except in large 
files. This Outline of Subjects is largely taken from 
Dewey's Decimal Classification for library books. By 
using this general outline, which cannot be improved, 
your classification of clippings will nearly correspond 
in general arrangement with books in public and private 
libraries where that classification is used.

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THE ILLUSTRATIONS. 

THE half-tone cut of the author's desk, on page 41, 
will illustrate how this clipping system may be 
placed in an office desk and make easy of access. 
In the four upper drawers on the left are his clippings 
that have been gathered during the past twelve years, 
and the card catalog of his books. Including two hun- 
dred envelopes on prospective sermon subjects, there 
are about six hundred envelopes in these four drawers. 
Clippings in pamphlet form that cannot easily be folded, 
are placed in magazine wrappers marked in the same 
order as the jute envelopes and filed in the large drawer 
on the right. 

Figure 3 on page 42 is a rough pen drawing of one 
of the drawers out of the author's desk. The card 
divisions, with their numbers and subjects printed on 
them, are designated by heavier lines. Many envelopes 
have been removed from this drawer to give room to 
show the names on the remaining ones. Card divisions 
and envelopes from other drawers have oeen inserted 
in order that the general arrangement of material and 
its convenience may be seen. In order to show the 
names on the envelopes, they appear as leaning from 
you. If the drawer is full, as appears in the back row 
beginning with "50 — SCIENCE," only the numbers and 
names printed on the cards will show, unless the en- 
velopes be pressed back with the hand. 

Figure 2 on page 42 is a pen sketch of a two-drawer 
filing cabinet showing how this filing system may be 
arranged in a convenient form on one corner of your , 
study table or roll-top desk. If the envelopes are allow- 
ed to lean a little from you, as they do in this cut, the 
names on the envelopes can be seen as well as the 
card divisions. The cards are a little higher than the 
envelopes. This leaves the card number and subject 
always visible, however crowded your cabinet may be.

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PART II. 
THE TOPICAL INDEX. 

PART ONE of this book is complete in itself. Those 
who become familiar with the Outline there by 
constant use will scarcely need this Second Part. 
Yet every beginner will find this Topical Index invalu- 
able, and even later it will prove a convenient aid in 
quickly filing and finding unfamiliar subjects. 

One great advantage of this numbered Subject Index 
is, that it is almost impossible to make a mistake in 
placing clippings. It makes the System extremely sim- 
ple. The Index also enables you to place all subjects 
of the same class together regardless of the number of 
names they may have. For example, all the terms that 
refer to "Labor" will refer you to the same card, num- 
bered 33. If you look up "Labor'' in the Index its 
number is 33. If the next clipping is entitled "Trade 
Unions," its number is also 33. Another article may 
be entitled "Unions," in which case the Index will 
refer you to 33 as before. There are over a dozen dif- 
ferent terms for "Labor" in the Index, but since each 
refers you to 33, you will have no trouble in bringing 
all your material on that subject into one envelope, if 
you want it there. It makes no difference how many 
terms you find for one class, the Index will always 
refer you to the one card on that subject and thus bring 
all your material on any one subject right together. 

The Index is designed to give the subject and num- 
ber of any material you may have in notes or clippings. 
The number attached will enable you to place and find, 
when once filed, any desired subject. Great pains have 
been taken to make the Index as complete as possible. 
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INTENTIONAL OMISSIONS. 

It was the purpose of the author to make this Index 
not large and clumsy with what seemed to be unneces- 
sary subjects, but rather compact and convenient for 
quick reference. With this thought in mind, he has, 
for example, omitted the names of many birds and 
animals. Many law and medical terms may not be 
found here. There are enough of these names and 
terms, however, to familiarize one with the classifica- 
tion of any others that may arise. If you have a clip- 
ping on some small country whose name is not in this 
Index, decide whether it is geography or history, and, 
if geography, place it under the card marked "91 — GEO- 
GRAPHY," or, if history, under the card marked with 
the name of the continent to which it belongs. Other 
subjects are to be treated in like manner. The Index 
will be a sufficient guide. 
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HOW TO USE THE TOPICAL INDEX. 

If your first clipping is on "Ethics," turn to thQ 
Topical Index and find "Ethics." Its number is vj. 
Place your clipping in a jute envelope and mark the 
envelope on the upper left hand corner, with pen in bold 
letters, "Ethics," with number 17 just below the word. 
If the next article is on "Law,'' look it up in the Index 
and write the word Law and 34 on a new envelope and 
file it under card printed "34 — LAW." 

Special Cases. — There are a few numbers and a 
letter "n" in the Index that may need a word of ex- 
planation. Note the following: 

1. If two numbers are attached to a subject you 
are left free to use either. Example: Ablution, 28, 26. 
Protestants will prefer to use 28 and thus place notes 
and clippings on this subject in the envelope on Romish 
Church. A Catholic might prefer to nlace this subject 
under Church, which is number 26. Consult the Outline 
of Subjects for the exact meaning of any number when 
there is any doubt. 

2. Where a choice of several numbers is given, 
e. g., "Accent, 42-49," look at your Outline of Subjects 
to determine the number of the language you wish to 
use. 

3. If a number and "n'' are attached to a subject, 
the number will usually be the classification you want. 
If the number does not classify it to suit you, then 
look up in this Index the noun which vou wish this 
word to modify. If there is only an "n" attached, look 
at once for the noun it modifies. Example, "Acade- 
mies, 37, n." Nearly all people will use card "37 — EDU- 
CATION," whatever may be the nature of the school. 
Yet some few may wish to classify clippings on "Aca- 
demies of Music," and "Academies of Science," under 
cards marked "7&-MUSIC" and "60— SCIENCE," in- 
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stead of "37— EDUCATION." These cases are so rare, 
and yet so evident, that it was thought best not to 
burden the Index with such terms. 

4. Subjects that may be classified under different 
cards are followed by the number which most people 
will want to use. Under the main subject is placed one 
or more possible classifications for that subject. If 
you wish to classify your clipping on that subject under 
some other number than the one given after the main 
subject, underline the number you use. Example: 
"Dancing, 79" followed by "Amusement, 79 — Custom, 
39, — Ethics, 17." If you wish to classify your clippings 
on dancing under ethics write on your jute envelope 
Dancing and 17 below it and then underline 17 in this 
Index. By underlining the number you use, the mark 
will enable you to know at a glance, as you turn to 
your Index, and without looking at your file, that you 
have an envelope in your file on that subject with that 
number.
